Dean III was “ inaccurate" in saying 
he discussed a Watergate cover-up 
with the President. Chairman S. J. 
Ervin

called

impressions of the tape “ counterfeit 
evidence.” 


Haldeman testified at the Senate 
W atergate 
hearings 
about 
replaying, at Nixon's request, the 
secret tapes of two crucial meetings 
at which Dean has alleged a cover- 
up was discussed. 


“ If this was a court of law this 
would never have been admitted in 
evidence,” Sen. Ervin, D-N.C., said. 
“ I think this is counterfeit evidence. 
But still I ’m going to admit it 


because it's the best we can get.” 
“ I’m going to have to confess that 
I’m going to be rather scrupulous in 
whether

accept 
Mr. 
Haldeman’s interpretations,” Ervin 
added. 
In his second day in the witness 
chair at the nationally-televised 
Senate 
Watergate 
hearings, 
Haldeman, who acknowledged he 
ran a “ tight ship” at the White 
House, appeared uncertain about 
many of the details of the Watergate 
case.

answers, Haldeman, with a gentle 
voice, spoke haltingly at times and 
offered generally brief replies.

Should the board of supervisors — five positions — be designated as 
fulltime jobs with commensurate full time pay? And if so, how much should 
the compensation be? 
The County supervisors themselves started down the road toward a 
decision Monday when they authorized the setting of a public hearing for 
Aug. 27, at 10 a.m. on the subject. 
In general, the supervisors expressed the feeling yesterday they feel the 
position warrants full-time status and that some sizeable boost from the 
current $14,224 a year seems fair. 
But Supervisor Frank J. Frost, also a UC Santa Barbara faculty member, 
reiterated his position that the people should be given an opportunity of 
approving anything over a 5.5 per cent pay boost to which regular county 
employes were limited to this year. 
From board discussion, with in put from a number of citizens Monday, it 
appeared: 
— That a $33,000 salary figure mentioned in some quarters would be too 
much for the public to take at this time. 
— That possibly a $25,000 salary for full-time, full service work would be 
fair but even then some persons wanted to have qualifications written into 
the position. Virtually anyone who can raise campaign money can seek the 
job now. 
— That more data is needed before any decision can be made 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson was authorized to present a 
report prior to the Aug. 27 hearing which would provide the average salary 
of supervisors in the eight comparable counties used by this county for 
setting regular employe salaries. 
The report would also cite fringe benefits, expense accounts and office 
help that supervisors receive in the eight counties which include Fresno, 
Monterey, Kern, Riverside, Orange, San Luis Obispo, Ventura and San 
Bernardino.

initiated the request for the tapes. 
“ It ended up that I should listen to 
the tapes and give him a report on 
the contents.” 
“ There

meetings at which I was not present 
at all. I made my decision myself 
that it would not be appropriate ...” 


He said he took notes, told no one, 
and turned the notes over to Nixon.

Tiny insect threatens 
Valley lettuce crop

(Editors note: This is the first of a 
series) 
In a year of peak quality Lompoc 
Valley lettuce and a rare big money 
market, a tiny winged insect that 
comes on the winds through city 
poplars and then goes underground, 
invulnerable 
to 
chemicals, 
threatens to wreak millions in crop 
damage. 
The 
insect 
is 
the 
European 
Lettuce Root Aphid, a bizarre 
creature that will feed on nothing 
but iceberg lettuce roots during 
harvest season and. during winter, 
will reproduce no where else but in 
the bark and on the stems of the 
ubiquitous Lombardy Poplar tree, 
also a European import 
Though probably cyclic since the 
Lombardy 
Poplar 
was 
first 
introduced, the aphid emerged as a 
formidable economic foe last season 


when 20 acres of lettuce in a lower 
valley field suddenly went into a 
wilt, the heads going mushy, losing 
the firmness and. with that, all their 
market value 
But local experts, among them 
Jim Coburn, manager of Coastal 
Agricultural Chemical Co., say that 
the flying - subterranean insects are 
returning this year much stronger 
than before. 


“ They've hit earlier and their 
biotic potential is very high this 
year," Coburn advised. “ It has a 
potential of being far worse than it 
was last year The year before we 
found just a few. Each year it seems 
to be getting worse " 


Though a combination of luck and 
stop gaps may be of some help to 
area growers, Coburn counsels that 
seeing this harvest season through 
without major crop damage is going 
to be a gamble. 
For this year s lettuce crop, the 


pest control expert said, there is no 
longer any total, reliable method o! 
control ing the aphid 
“ From here on in, the aphui L 
going to continue onto the fields 
(from the poplars> and we could 
really be in trouble Once that aphid 
gets into the field, there is nothing 
chemically we can do. absolutely 
nothing. Coburn revealed 
Chemicals applied to the surface 
of the fields will not reach the 
underground, root-feeding aphids 
and soil injections ol chemicals 
after infestation have never worked, 
he explained 
The time this year, when the 
creatures are most vulnerable to 
spraying the poplars, is past, Coburn 
added Now only highly toxic tree 
sprays would have an effect and the 
Lombardy Poplars' residential and 
commercial city habitats makes 
this alternative unwise

State pins hopes on 1969 decision

In the court battle over the 
proposed Highway 1 bypass the 
state is pinning its hopes for victory 
on a $200,000 right of way acquisition 
fund authorized by the California 
Highway Commission in 1969. 


The hope is lodged against the 
opposition 
of 
environmentalist 
groups that seek to block the 
construction of a 5.5 mile bypass 
road to skirt the City of Lompoc1 to 
the east. Cost of the project has 
been estimated at 
$9 7 million 
although another $2 million is being 
spent or earmarked for aneilary 
work. 


In testimony yesterday before 
Superior Court Judge Marion A 
Smith. 
Ralph Lejonhud, project 
engineer 
for 
the 
highway 
developments, said the highway 
commission authorized the $200,000 
on Sept 17. 1969 
Co-counsel ior the state. Norval 
Fairman 
stipulated 
that 
the 
authorization is the basis for the 
state’s contention that the highway 
project should go forward despite 
opposition contentions that it does 
not 
meet 
environmental 
requirements 


In further testimony Lejonhud 
said the land acquisition money was 
not 
expended 
and 
eventually 
reverted back to the stale Then in 
June of 1970 the state commission 
authorized $300,000 for right of way 
acquisition and spent only $20,500 
before the balance of the fund 


reverted back to the state. 
The 
commission 
authorized 
$620,000 for such purposes in the 
1971-72 fiscal year and spent $50,000 
of the amount, thus raising the total 
spent for land acquisition up to that 
time to $70,500. Lejonhud said

For many, property tax relief in jeopardy 


SACRAMENTO < U P I) — When Gov. Ronald Reagan and 
the legislature fashioned the state's historic tax shift law 
last year, homeowners were promised “ guaranteed, long- 
lasting. meaningful" property tax relief. 
For untold thousands of homeowners, the promise is 
being kept But for others, it is in jeopardy. 
While the new law froze county tax rates and applied 
strict limitations on the taxing power of schools and other 
districts, it left untouched a county assessor's obligation to 
evaluate the worth of property at full cash value. 
Property owners statewide are finding their assessments 
soaring and some will pay higher taxes this year Assessors 
cite stepped up assessing, inflation and a dramatic rise in 
new construction for the increase. 
Preliminary figures computed by the state Board of 
Equalization show “ gross" assessments increased by as 
high as 45.3 per cent in tiny Trinity County over last year to 


as low as 2.2 per cent in Inyo County. 
These “ gross" figures, representing assessed value 
before deductions for exemptions, show that assessments 
statewide rose an average of 7.1 per cent over last year 
In an effort to assure more “ relief" for homeowners, the 
governor and 1972 legislature beefed up the homeowner's 
exemption from property taxes from $750 to $1,750. 
Although final tax rates for the current fiscal year won't be 
set until Sept 1, many homeowner examptions will be 
consumed by higher assessments if the rates remain the 
same as last year’s. 


For example, a single family home in a modest Riverside 
neighborhood was appraised for tax purposes at $12,000 in 
1968. For the first time since then, it was recently 
reappraised at $17,200. If the $10.72 tax rate remains the 
same, the owner will pay $30 more than he did last year.

appraised at $22,900 in 1969 recently was reappraised at 
$30,100. reported county assessor Frank Seeley. Its owner 
can expect to pay $82 more in property taxes this year, if 
the rate remains unchanged 
Seeley said while owners of those homes probably will 
pay higher taxes, he is aware of “ many cases" of owners of 
$20,000-$23,000 homes whose examption will more than 
cover the assessment increase. 
In Sacramento, where tax rates are among the highest in 
California, homeowners can expect their tax bills to 
increase, remain the sam e or decline. It is a pattern similar 
to the rest of the state. 


In the eastern section of the capital city, one typical 
house was appraised for the 1972 tax roll at $18,500. The tax 
bill was $452.96. The hpme was reappraised at $25,000 and 
the assessed value climbed. Assuming the $14.03 tax rate

Other 
countermeasures 
still available this harvest 
are 
incomplete 
and 
unreliable. These will be 
detailed 
in 
part 
two, 
tomorrow. 
Once entrenched under a 
healthy lettuce plant, the 
aphid is detectable by tell­ 
tale white cottony masses 
near the roots. Toward the 
end of last year's harvest, 
Coburn recalls, infestation 
in some 
fields was so 
complete that swarms of 
the insects would be stirred 
up as each was cut. 
Deprived 
of 
its 
root 
system, the plant can not 
replace 
the 
water 
it 
normally loses each day, is 
cut off from soil nutrients, 
and 
wilts. 
And 
lettuce 
plants do not have to die to 
be 
rendered 
a 
total 
economic 
loss. 
Lompoc 
lettuce is grown for long 
distance shipment to the 
steady markets back east. 
Lettuce is valued by its 
shipability. Each head must 
be firm and juicy in order to 
arrive crisp in New York 
salads. 


The 
aphids 
potential 
impact on this area's crop is 
sobering. There are about 
3,000 valley acres planted in 
lettuce, almost all owned by 


one of 
tour out-of-town 
growing 
concerns. 
By 
acreage and investment, it’s 
the Valley's largest crop 
and commands more and 
more acres here each year. 
It costs about $400 an acre 
to grow lettuce, no matter 
what they pay you for it 
when and if it ripens. With a 
yield of about 600 cartons an 
acre, you have to sell each 
carton at $2.20 to break 
even. Last year there were 
few $2 markets and many 
losing fields. 
This year cartons are 
selling at $5 apiece due to 
long coastal rains in the 
planting 
season 
and

Teamsters' strike in the 
Salinas growing area. This 
boosts the total value of 
lettuce to $3,000 an acre and 
the value of Lompoc's 3,000 
acres to $9 million. Some of 
this has already been cut 
with the Spring harvest,

DETROIT (UPI) — The American motorist can look 
forward to better fuel economy and performance from his 
car. U.S. automakers say he shouldn't look any further than 
1975 unless Congress rewrites air pollution standards con­ 
tained in the Clean Air Act of 1970. 
The fuel economy improvement on the 1975 models could 
be as much as 20 per cent compared with today’s cars, say 
some automotive engineers. That’s when the automakers 
will put chemical smog control devices on their cars to 
clean up exhaust gases.

Telegrams 


It might have been hilarious but Senator A1 Song failed to 
see the humor of it. He couldn’t understand why the 
Western Union should charge him $6.00 to send a telegram 
which they didn’t deliver. 
What had happened was that the senator wanted to send 
some information in a hurry to a constituent in Los 
Angeles. Since his message was lengthy and contained 
some specific data, he thought it would be better in writing 
than phoned. 
Quite naturally he thought of sending a telegram. But to 
make sure a telegram would be delivered he checked with 
Western Union to make certain they did have delivery 
service in the destination city. His inquiry was due to 
knowledge that Western Union often phones m essages 
rather than hand deliver them. 
Having been assured by the company in Sacramento that 
they did have messenger service in Los Angeles, he sent his 
telegram. 
“Seven days later,’’ said Song, “my party received the 
telegram in the mail. Can you imagine, seven days?” 
Apparently what followed was a refusal by the company 
to concede any shortcomings on its part. “They not only 
saw nothing wrong in their performance, they thought it 
perfectly legitimate to charge me $6.00 to do something 
which could have been done better by me with an eight cent 
postage stamp. 
Song says the $6.00 charge is not the important issue. 
“That’s bad enough. It is a fraud to collect money for a 
service you don’t render. But the real wrong is promising to 
give prompt service in transmitting messages and failing to 
do so.” 
“The Western Union is a public utility, regulated by the 
Public Utilities Commission,” he explained. “They have an 
obligation to provide a telegraphic service for the public. 
They have an exclusive permit from the state to do this. 
And the Commission has an obligation to see that they 
perform satisfactorily.” 
“ While their failure to deliver my message didn’t result 
in any serious repercussions, fortunately,” he said, “1 don’t 
have to stretch my imagination to think of many situations 
where such dereliction could have tragic results.” 
Song’s experience, he says, is not unique, “ since that 
episode numerous persons have told me of other similar 
experiences. 
One 
story 
I 
heard 
was 
particularly 
distressing 
A returning war veteran arrived in Los 
Angeles. To make sure his family would be home when he 
arrived for a short leave, he telegrammed ahead. That 
afternoon he took a bus to San Francisco. Traveling all 
night he arrived there the following afternoon. He got home 
to find his family had just left on a trip. While he was there 
the Western Union boy arrived to hand him his telegram of 
the day before. Because of their failure he didn’t get to see 
his family and had to return overseas. He was later killed in 
action ” 
Song is over his personal huff but not over the idea that 
the public should be protected from such abuse by the 
company. He has authored a bill which would make it 
mandatory that “any carrier of messages for reward shall 
transmit and deliver m essages by the method generally 
advertised to the public unless the carrier and the person 
submitting the m essage agree in writing to some other 
method.” 
Failure to observe this law would subject the company to 
triple damages up to $500 and liable to misdemeanor 
penalties from $1,000 to $10,000. 
Songs reaction may be drastic but it does seem that when 
one sends a telegram there should be some assurance that 
it will not end up in the mail. Anybody can post a letter 
without the assistance of Western Union and at much less 
expense

d i r e c t o r s , 
t h e 
environmentalists were in 
extreme positions working 
for social reform,” he said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The makers of Alka-Seltzer 
have told the government they are prepared to start 
warning consumers that the product should not be taken 
just to cure upset stomach 
At the same time, however, Miles Laboratories said it 
does not believe the government should require Alka- 
Seltzer labels to warn people with stomach ulcers not to 
take the product at all. 


The company made the comments in testimony before a 
panel of the Food and Drug Administration which is review­ 
ing over-the-counter aspirin products to determine which 
should be left on the market and which are safe and 
effective as claimed. The review is part of the agency’s 
look at the entire patent medicine business. 


Miles released the testimony, given Monday, in response 
to a new attack on Alka-Seltzer made during the weekend 
by the Ralph Nader-backed Health Research Group. The 
group said Miles deliberately withheld evidence from a 
different FDA panel that reviewed antacids because the 
evidence showed that the aspirin in Alka Seltzer produced 
excessive bleeding in test subjects. 


Adrien Ringuette, secretary and general counsel for the 
pharmaceutical firm, told the aspirin review panel Monday 
that the Health Research Group's charges were categori­ 
cally untrue.

Now five days old, the 
blaze in Klamath National 
Forest, has swept over 4,800 
acres 
in

territory,

worth $16 million.

heat and the rough country, 
the 1,500 men fighting the 
blaze can’t get close to it as 
it moves through the heavily 
timbered area and that's the

Three miles of standard 
irrigation pipe were laid by 
jeep along a road 1.400 feet 
up Merrill Mountain to feed 
water from a creek to a 
h a l f - m i l e 
f r o n t 
of 
sprinklers.

NEW YORK — (N EA ) — Maybe it’s only in sports, partic­ 
ularly baseball, that you think you can go home again 
Tradition is compelling, if not shackling. It tethers a man 
to his childhood. Or so we think For example, Yankee fans 
for the last 40 years, men who w ere boys in soup lines and 
who followed Ruth and Gehrig, are still Yankee fans. 
To some, the Y ankees are still the Yankees. T hat is, they 
have m aintained a constant collective personality. 
This was recently suggested in a panel show on radio at 
Yale University, involving Red Smith, the distinguished New 
York Tim es sports columnist; N orm an Podhoretz. editor of 
C om m entary magazine, and Thom as G Bergm. football his­ 
torian for Yale Alumni Magazine. (The June issue of Intel­ 
lectual Digest has printed the discussion.! 
Smith said 
“ T eam s do take on a collective personality, 
and curiously — although the player personel changes, the 
m anagem ent and the ownership change, the coaching staff 
changes — still the personality of that team is constant.’* 
Podhoretz 
“ It's a living exam ple of what we m ean when 
we talk about tradition The collective identity simply over­ 
rides any changes in individual personnel. 
Bergin: “ The St Louis Cardinals rem ained a dashing, col­ 
orful, fast-playing, exciting team even though Howie Pollet 
left to m ake room for Bob Gibson 
Balderdash, gentlem en 
W hat they a r e seein g , for the m o s t p a r t, a r e lla n n eled 
apparitions In fact, even the baseball daydream is no longer 
the sam e Now, it's a double-knit fantasy The eyes see only 
what m em ory permits. 


It has all changed 
New blond-and-blue-eyed ball parks, 
corporate and anonymous ownerships, the individualistic 
draft, the influx of black and Latin players, the revising ol 
uniforms, the hop-scotching of cities and — certainly — the 
unsentimental, ineluctable clock have all contributed to the 
newness of team s 


Ball parks have not only changed and been rebuilt and re­ 
furbished. They have moved The ball park often gave a tone 
to the team . The "chínese wall" at the Polo Grounds, the 
upslope of left field at Crosley Field 


We see in our mind s eye Babe H erm an waiting in the 
Ebbets Field outfield to be beaned by a high-flying baseball 
but also, as illustrated in a New Yorker cartoon, the small 
Brooklyn clothier standing in street suit and baseball glove 


protecting his outfield billboard which reads 
Hit this sign 
and win a free suit " 
Except for a handful of parks, most notably Wrigley Field 
W hite Sox p a rk and F en w ay P a rk , to d a y 's s ta d iu m s look 
alike All tiered and modernized and computerized and steri­ 
lized 
And the p a rk s have m oved P rim e e x a m p le s a rc P i t t s ­ 
burgh and Cincinnati and Philadelphia The aspect of neigh­ 
borhood is gone T hese tow ns have c o n s tru c te d new ball 
parks which would be m ore accessible to suburban traffic A 
ball park, once in the center of a throbbing neighborhood, is 
now that big round monster beside the cloverleaf 
The o w n e rs a r e d iffe re n t C o rp o ra tio n s, n a m e le s s and 
faceless men in shiny shoes and shitty eves buy batlclubs in 
order to depreciate players contracts And then sell the club 
in a couple of years at a profit Once ball clubs were owned 
by wealthy men who had an emotional stake in the team ; 
practically the only survivors of that breed are Tom Yawkey 
and P K Wrigley 
The ch anging of c itie s : it is im p o ssib le to think of the 
D o d g ers of B rooklyn in the s a m e n o sta lg ic m ind as the 
Dodgers of Tinseltown 
Once ball clubs were m ade up generally of players from a 
certain area 
For example. Southern Illinois and Missouri 
was the breeding ground of future St l.oui Cardinal players 
The Slaughters, the Deans were the rough and tumble play­ 
ers. Now, ball players are system atically recruited from all 
over. There are a few surprises And the ball players have 
taken on the corporate characteristics of their parks and 
their owners 
So many of the players are tactless and nameless, too

Rock, salmon 
fishing good 


by M. C. Cockshott 


Salmon are still there, both kings and silvers, and what 
might have passed off as another banner week was 
hampered by heavy seas that put a crimp in the small craft 
activities. But in spite of it all, quite a few boats went for 
bottom fish, which meant that they hugged the coast. 
Halibut and some white sea bass were amongst the take, 
with the ever-present, but still toothsome blue fish 
Some of the silvers have gone over 12-pounds, but the 
average would be about five. 
The party boats are still doing big business on rock fish, if 
not on salmon. The Marauder and the Diablo from I^ort San 
Luis Sportfishing are doubling up on salmon and rock fish. 
All in all, sport fishing is excellent The lake from Sunday 
to Wednesday last week showed 63 boats were launched, 128 
fish caught Sunday was a big day. with 37 boats bringing in 
93 salmon. 
We have a brochure from the SEA Landing at Santa 
Barbara, where the Islander is now working, doing a land 
office business. It appears that the fabulous fishing grounds 
of the Channel Islands are closer to Santa Barbara than any 
other port on the coast. This landing has several boats going 
out daily, with the big Islander leaving at 6 a m. every day 
for the islands. This boat, complete with galley and berths 
and all the latest navigation and electronic equipment, 
could be the last word in comfort and safety. 
For those contemplating going north for their fishing, we 
have reports that coastal salmon fishing in Humboldt 
County has been good, with plenty of anchovies schooling 
around the entrance to Humboldt Bay. Fishing has been 
best in the early mornings, especially on an incoming tide. 
Foggy until around mid morning. 
in Mendocino County salmon fishermen at Fort Bragg 
are scoring heavily on big fish, but wind has been a 
deterring factor. 
The DFG has asked the cooperation of sport and 
commercial fishermen in a tagging program now under 
way to help provide an estimate of the number of barracuda 
in the ocean. A $1 reward and history of the fish is offered 
to those who return tags to the DFG office at 350 Golden 
Shore, Long Beach. 
Tagged ‘‘short’’ barracuda, less than 28 inches, should be 
returned to the department with tag intact, or the fish can 
be returned to the water after removing the tag. Fishermen 
are asked to include the date and location of catch, total 
length of fish from tip of lower jaw to upper tip of tail, and 
an opinion of how firmly the tag was attached to the fish. 
SWIMMING D EER 
Anglers were much surprised to find a deer swimming 
alongside their party boat off Muir Beach Marin County. 
The crew hauled the deer into the boat, and transferred it to 
a DFG patrol boat, where it was taken ashore and released 
in the Sausalito hills. Finding deer in the sea is not new 
One was found a mile and a half off Moss landing, 
apparently chased into the water bv dogs. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Trout fishing reported slow in Lake Cachuma, with 
Catfishing the center of the stage. The cats average about 
six pounds. The trout that were caught were taken on deep 
trolled lures. 
Blue gill and sun fish the main take at Lopez Lake. A few 
small bass were caught, water warm and very weedy. Best 
spots near the dam in deep water, where one might pick up 
the odd trout. Bass fishing in the Lopez Arm picking up with 
fish to four pounds being caught. 
Tom Randolph says that catfishing has been very good at 
Nacimiento Lake this last week. Fish are biting in 15 feet of 
water, on anchovies. Black bass up to three pounds being 
caught. Crappie and white bass being caught in the Bee 
Rock area. Micro Jigs seems the best lures at this time. 
Threadfin Shad still a good bait. Either dead or alive, they 
can be scooped up in a net most any place, and are the 
favorite food of bass, both black and white. 
Bass fishing picking up at Margarita Lake, fish are not 
too big, but seem plentiful Lunkers are just not hitting any 
lures as yet. Some nice crappie being caught in the lower 
end of the lake. The boat concession has changed hands, 
Wayne Perry having sold out to Turett Stoval who carries 
the Glastron and Mercury 1 lines with full service He has 
some plans to improve the launching facilites in the near 
future. 
HUNTING 
The Tulare Lake Basin, one of the state's hot spots for 
losses to waterfowl from botulism, remains free from 
outbreaks of the disease, as personnel from federal and 
state agencies reported more losses in the San Joaquin 
Valley. Losses continue to occur on the Kern and Pixley 
refuges. 
Last weeks losses included 115 ducks, and 79 shorebirds 
on the Kern, and 14 ducks and 9 shorebirds on the Pixley 
unit. About 600 acres are flooded in the Tulare lake area, 
with a population of about 10,000 So far no dead birds found 
there

Excessive pay 


We join with many U.S. taxpayers in 
strong opposition to a rdcent Commission 
recommendation 
concerning 
congres­ 
sional, judicial and federal bureaucrat 
salary increases. 
The 
pay 
increase 
recommendations 
were formulated by the nine-member 
Commission on Executive, Legislative and 
Judicial Salaries. The commission was 
established 
in 
1967 
to 
take 
into 
consideration private sector executives 
with 
comparable 
responsibilities 
in 
arriving at pay raise figures. The current 
recommendations call for a 25 per cent 
increase for senators and representatives, 
from $42,500 to $53,125. Federal judges 
would be increased from $40,000 to $50,000, 
cabinet members from $60,000 to $70,000, 
and top level bureaucrats from $36,000 to 
$45.000. 
The recommendations are made directly 
to the President who then has the latitude 
to recommend in his budget the exact

rates of pay “he deems advisable.” The 
r e c o m m e n d a t i o n s 
t a k e 
e f f e c t 
automatically in 30 days unless Congress 
enacts a different pay bill. 
We are happy to note that our own 
c o n g r e s s i o n a l 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e , 
Congressman Charles M. Teauge, joined 
other colleagues this week in a letter to the 
President opposing the pay raises. 
“This country needs to practice fiscal 
restraint 
—

The tapes: part II 


It having been established that 
there 
were 
tapes 
of 
President 
Nixon’s conversations, including the 
critical conversations with John 
Dean, it is going to be very difficult 
for Mr. Nixon to argue convincingly 
that they ought not to be divulged. 
On the argument of Executive 
Privilege: it should be understood 
that a privilege can be improperly 
asserted. It always most greatly 
strained relations between other 
Christian faiths and the Catholic 
Church that the Papal doctrine of 
infallibility was, in the judgment of 
the critics of Pius IX, based on 
circular argument. The Pope, they 
said, cannot be infallible because 
the Pope says he is infallible. The 
Pope’s insistence on infallibility was 
in effect a deduction. 
Well, so is Mr. 
Nixon’s 
insistence 
that the tapes are 
•privileged a deduc­ 
tion. But whereas 
the Pope during the 
19th 
century 
had 
absolute 
authority 
over the Church and 
could 
therefore 
ratify 
his 
own 
assertions, 
the President does not have absolute 
authority over the question of the 
division of powers, nor over the 
question of what the privilege is. 
And, 
of 
course, 
he 
mounts 
a 
confrontation 
under 
the 
worst 
conceivable circumstances, because 
it is everywhere assumed that he 
does so for self-serving reasons 
rather than for reasons that touch 
only on his concern for the integrity 
of his office 
A better argument, though not a 
sufficient 
one, 
is 
that 
private 
conversations simply ought not to be 
transcribed 
For one thing, they 
reveal personal mannerisms that 
are altogether inappropriate in the 
public print. Everyone knew, for 
instance, that President Eisenhower 
swore “like a trooper,” as they so 
primly put it in the biographies, and 
this was thought to be a rather 
endearing detail. But nobody who 
was at the receiving end of one of 
Eisenhower's tirades thought it in

the least endearing, and to read a 
transcript of such a tirade would be 
to reveal that which in the nature of 
things a man should be permitted to 
keep private. 
One needs to add to such obvious

I do not know just how, in the 
privacy of his chambers, Mr. Nixon 
refers to, say, George Meany; but if 
he knew Meany was going to be

Look, now, at the alternative. The 
argument of Executive Privilege is 
too abstract, and too implausible to 
capture the popular imagination. If 
Americans were unwilling to die for 
Danzig, they are at least as unlikely 
to 
want 
to 
die 
for 
Executive 
Privilege. Under the circumstances, 
they 
will 
take 
the 
President’s 
refusal as grounds for properly 
drawing adverse inferences. 
It may be that the President’s 
advisers console him with the bitter 
datum that the American people (71 
per cent) don’t believe him anyway, 
so how can he be worse off as far as 
they are concerned? Here is how: 
there are only 24 per cent who want 
the President removed. This figure 
can climb, and then the President 
might suffer from what one might 
call the Eagleton Effect; every day, 
a fresh voice calling for — the 
removal of the President.

Although the state has turned out 
to be the heavy in the court trial 
over the Highway 1 bypass, a ruling 
in the case may very well be decided 
by a massive series of documents 
that have been filed by both sides.

Big question 


The big question in county politics 
8 
t the moment is whether County 
upiervisor Charles F. Catterlin, 
Santa Barbara attorney, will seek 
reelection next year. 
There 
has 
been 
considerable 
speculation all this year, since 
Catterlin — whose district takes in 
w estern 
Santa 
Barbara 
and 
northeastern 
Goleta 
Valley 
territories — has become more and 
more the possessor of the ‘‘swing 
vote” that determines major board 
decisions. 
He 
h a s 
tw o 
a v o w e d l y 
environmentalist supervisors on one 
side — and two staunch growth 
advocates on the other. And while 
Catterlin’s new political foes among 
the conservation community claim 
he has “gone over” to the growth 
faction, 
Catterlin 
continues 
to 
project the image of being — on a — 
middle course between the two. 


Catterlin seems to feel it is too 
early 
for 
him 
to 
make 
any 
announcements, 
according 
to 
a 
spokesman in his office. But since 
he is in his third year of his first 
four-year term, it appears likely 
that he will have made up his mind 
by fall, prior to the onset of filing 
period early next year. 
The speculation as to Catterlin’s 
political future has now redoubled, 
in the wake of the third annual 
Catterlin Family Barbecue held at 
Tucker’s Grove Park in Goleta 
Valley. 
More than 800 persons attended 
the 
latest 
Catterlin 
barbecue, 
sponsors contended, adding that the 
attendance has more than doubled 
every year since the first one. 
Significantly to some, the affair 
had 
as 
a 
co-chairman, 
Santa 
Barbara banker Louis Lancaster, 
who 
has 
ripped 
away 
at 
environmentalist members of the 
Board of Supervisors in recent

ublic statements. The conservative 
ierarchy of county government, 
headed by Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson, was m full 


attendance, along with developers 
and contractors. But there were 
hundreds of ordinary citizens, also, 
who feel Catterlin has been like a 
breath 
of 
fresh 
air 
in county 
government 
in 
getting 
things 
resolved. 
A 
Catterlin 
adherent 
said 
privately that ‘‘more than half” of 
the hundreds of adults at the latest 
barbecue 
“ had 
been 
strongly 
opposed” to Catterlin when he ran 
his campaign to unseat Supervisor 
Joe J. Callahan. 
‘‘Now they’ve 
swung over to him,” the informant 
said. 
Lancaster said it was hoped the 
proceeds 
could 
match 
the 
expenditures of the affair, and there 
has been no word yet whether there 
was a surplus to go into future 
Catterlin political war chest. 
Will he seek another four years at 
a position paying only $14,224 a 
year? Or return to full-time law 
practice? 
‘‘I’ve heard it both ways,” said a 
top-ranking county official. 
The concensus of many is that 
Catterlin can be won over to seek 
reelection if the supervisor post can 
be seen as a stepping stone, perhaps, 
to the Legislature. And no one can 
rule out the possibility Catterlin 
could be named to the next vacant 
Superior Court judgeship. 
There 
is also talk in county 
building 
corridors 
about 
county 
supervisor pay that could hit the 
$25,000 or $30,000 plateau in a few 
years. This might keep an undecided 
supervisor from dropping out, if he 
wanted to wait a bit longer and see 
how things went. 
Many feel Catterlin’s backers are 
girding up for a possible decisive 
struggle for the key post on the five- 
man board. There has been talk that 
environmentally-minded 
Allen 
Eschenroeder, 
former 
Santa 
Barbara City Councilman, might be 
drafted to oppose Catterlin next 
year If this is the case, Catterlin 
will need all the support he can 
muster between now and then 
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
